SOUTH  AFRICA  AM)  THE  WAR. 

The  participation  of  Soutli  Africa  in  tfic  t,'rcat  war  is  ;i 
striking  testimony  to  tlie  success  of  British  natliods  (il 
Imperial  Government.  Time  works  miracles  ;  bnt  lie- 
would  have  been  a  rash  man,  a  visionary  and  a  dreamtr  of 
drtanis,  who  in  i<)02  would  have  prophesied  that  the  foo 
of  that  date  would  become  the  staunch  friend  of  to-day, 
and  that  the  most  conspicuous  of  the  Boer  Generals  of 
thirteen  years  ago  would  now  be  devoting  his  life  to  I  lie 
whole-hearted  support  of  the  British  Empire,  of  which  his 
own  country  now  forms  an  integral  part.  The  rally  of  tin- 
]--mpire  has,  indeed,  surprised  ourselves  ;  it  is  not,  therefore, 
strange  that  it  has  disconcerted  our  enemies. 

The  Germans,  knowing  the  heterogeneous  nature  of  the 
Inoseh-linked  federation  of  States  that  make  up  the  Union 
of  South  .\frica,  believed  that  little  sympathy  and  support 
would  be  given  to  Great  Britain.  The  Germans,  however, 
in  spite  of  their  coriscientious  studv  of  facts  and  of  their 
worldwide  system  of  espionage,  have  seldom  been  able  to 
iniderstand  the  feelings  and  the  ideals  of  other  races.  J  lu; 
history  of  German  Colonisation  esiX'cially  exemplifies  tiiis 
national  defect.  Hence  to  those  in  authority  at  the  Colonial 
( )ffice  in  Berlin  the  loyalty  of  South  Africa,  but  lately  com- 
posed of  warring  and  disaffected  elements,  was  deemed  to 
be  built  on  an  iiisi'cure  foundation  which  might  be  shatler(  d 
at  the  first  touch  of  foreign  attack. 

But   the  stability  of  the   British   Empire  was  quit  kly 

demonstrated  as  far  as  South  Africa  was  concerned.    Bilore 

war  was  actually  declared  by  Great  Britain  against  Germany 

the    Government    of   that    Dominion    sent    the    following 

message  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  at  Whitehall  :-- 

"  The  Government,  fully  recognising  the  obligations  of  tlu-  I'lu'ii 
in  the  event  of  hostilities,  wishes  to  assure  you  of  its  preparedness 


to  take  all  siicli  measures  as  may  be  ncco.sary  for  the  defence  of  the 
fnion.  Should  His  Majesty's  Govcrununt  require  the  Imperial 
troops  now  .stalioiud  in  South  Africa,  and  who  are  not  connected 
with  garrisi>n  artillery  in  >iny  other  pari  of  the  world,  Ministers 
would  gladly  employ  the  Defence  Force  of  the  Unit)n  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  entrusted  to  tile  Imperial  troops  in  South 
Africa." 

This  gencroiis  offer  was  accepted,  and  at  once  relieved  the 

Home  Government  of  great  responsiliility  and  expense. 

When  tlie  Union  Parliament  met  in  September,  a  large 

sum  of  money  was  voted  for  military  purposes,  and  va;rious 

emergency  measures  were  passed.     General  Botha,  once  the 

most  gallant  leader  of  the  Boers,  and  now  the  Prime  Minister 

of  South  Africa,  moved  an  address  of  loyalty  to  the  Ring, 

and  informed  the  Assembly  that  the  Imperial  Go\ernment 

was  of  opinion  that  war  operations  in  German  South-west 

Africa  were  of  great  strategic  importance,  and  that  if  the 

Union  Government  could  undertake  this  work  it  would  be 

rendering  a  great  service  to  the  Empire. 

"  The  Government,"  said  the  South  .-African  rremier,  "  has 
decided  to  comply  with  this  request  in  the  interests  of  South  .-Vfrica 
as  well  as  of  the  Umpire.  .  .  .  There  were  many  in  S<nilh  .'\frica 
who  did  not  recogni.se  the  tremendous  scriou.sne.s.s  of  this  war,  and 
some  thought  that  the  .storm  did  not  threaten  S<iuth  Africa.  This 
was  a  most  narrow  minded  conception.  The  Kmpire  was  at  war  ; 
consequently  South  .Africa  was  at  war  with  the  common  enemy. 
.  .  .  To  forget  their  loyalty  to  the  luupire  .it  this  hour  of  trial 
would  be  scaudalo\is  anil  shameful.  .  .  .  Their  duty  and  their  con- 
science alike  bade  them  be  faithful  and  true  to  the  imperial  f'.overo- 
ment  in  all  respects  in  this  hour  of  darkness  and  trouble.  That  was 
the  altitude  of  the  Union  Government  ;  that  was  the  attitude  of  the 
people  of  South  Africa." 

General  Botha's  noble  words  called  forth  a  grand  response. 
In  spite  of  General  Hertzog's  objections  to  offensive  action 
against  German  South-west  Africa,  the  main  points  in  the 
Prime  Minister's  resolution  were  carried  without  a  dissen- 
tient vote  in  both  the  Assembly  and  the  Senate.  It  was  a 
triumph  for  the  Botha  Ministry,  it  also  expressed  the  views 
of  the  vast  majority  of  the  South  Africans.  Enthusiasm 
was  shown  on  all  sides,  especiall\-  when  it  was  announced 
that  General  Botha  would  himself  take  connnand  of  the 
operations  in  the  field.  A  small  army  (which  has  by  now 
grown  into  a  large  and  iinportant  fighting  contingent)  was 
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at  once  equipped  and  sent  to  the  frontier  of  German 
South-west  Africa,  where  it  has  [shown,  as  our  soldiers 
liave  sliuwii  in  all  parts  of  the  war  area,  of  jwhat  siilendid 
stull^dur  InijuMial  defenders  are  fashioned,  'i'lie  Union 
troops  quickly  captured  several  strong  German  positions. 
Luderitzbricht,  an  imjiortant  town,  being  occupied  without 
opposition  by  the  I'uion  Defence  l'"orce,  and  Schucknianns- 
burg  surrendering  to  Khodesian  troopers  before  the  end  ol 
September. 

Unfortunately,  there  was  a  small  niinurity  of  Boers  witliiu 
the  I'nion  who  had  ne\-er  really  aciiuiesced  in  the  extinction 
of  the  two  l^oer  l-icpubiics,  and  who  saw  in  the  present 
upheaval  an  opportunity  for  their  restoration.  Added  to 
this  there  is  no  doubt  that  ever  since  1884,  when  the  Germans 
acquired  their  colonies  in  South-west  Africa,  a  pro-German 
propaganda  had  been  cleverly  and  secretly  carried  on  all 
over  South  Africa.  On  the  whole,  this  propoganda  cannot 
be  said  to  have  been  successful,  but  some  of  the  older  Boers, 
who  remembered  the  Kaiser's  sympathy  with  them  in  their 
struggle  of  fifteen  years  ago,  although  quite  willing  to 
remain  citizens  of  the  Empire,  and  to  defend  it  if  need  be, 
were  genuinely  disinclined  to  attack  former  friends.  In 
October  disaffection  reached  a  head,  and  a  rebellion  broke 
out  under  the  leadership  of  General  Maritz,  who  had 
entered  into  negotiations  with  the  Germans  and  now  took 
service  with  the  enemy.  His  desertion  was  speedily  fol- 
lowed by  that  of  General  Beyers  and  General  de  Wet. 
General  Botha,  supported  by  the  bulk  of  the  army,  and  by 
public  opinion  throughout  South  Africa,  acted  with  great 
promptitude,  and  within  a  couple  of  months  had  crushed 
the  rebelUon.  Maritz  fled  to  German  South-west  Africa,  De 
Beyers  was  defeated  and  in  seeking  to  escape  was  drowned, 
while  De  Wet  was  captured  and  has  just  been  sentenced 
to  six  years'  imprisonment  and  a  line  of  £2,000.  The  rank 
and  file  of  the  rebels,  more  ignorant  than  disloyal,  for  they 
had  been  misled  by  their  leaders,  were  offered  an  amnesty 
if  they  surrendered  by  a  certain  date,  an  opportunity  of 
which  they  were  not  slow  to  avail  themselves. 

This  short-lived  rebelhon,  and  the  wise  leniency  advocated 
by  General  Botha — "  The  policy  of  forgive  and  forget,"  to 
use  his  own  words — intensified  the  lojalty  of  South  Africa. 
It  was  no  easy  task  that  the  Union  troops  were  even  now 
confronted  with.  The  enemy  had  a  force  of  at  least  10,000 
strong,  with  a  large  supply  of  artillery  and  ammunition,  and 
had  been  preparing  for  years  for  the  present  situation.  Full 
particulars  have  not  reached  England  of  all  that  Botha  has 
done,  but  it  is  known  that  he  has  lead  his  men  by  long 
marches  over  a  barren  country,  where  little  food  could  be 
obtained  and  no  water  was  available,  for  the  enemy  had 
poisoned  the  wells  in  their  retreat— marches  of  hundred  of 
miles  that  tested  all  the  endurance  and  courage  of  men 
inured  to  hardships  and  difficulties.  When  the  details  of 
this  wonderful  campaign  are  published  it  may  very  well 
rank  as  one  of  the  great  events  of  this  great  war.  On  May 
I2th  the  Union  Jack  was  hoisted  on  the  Rathaus  of  Wind- 
hoek, the  Capital  of  German  South-west  Africa,  no  resistance 
being  offered  by  the  inhabitants.    Both  General  Botha  and 


General  Smuts  paid  a  fine  tribute  to  the  gallant  quahtics  of 
the  troops,  their  personal  conduct  of  the  compaign  being 
described  as  "  e.\ein])lary  and  gentlemanly."  The  capture 
of  the  capital,  it  is  hoped,  may  lead  to  a  general  surrender, 
foi  the  enemy  has  been  obliged  to  retreat  where  the  tribes 
are  hostile,  and  wliere  they  are  Ijcini;  liotl\-  pursued  by  the 
Union  Troops. 

In  addition  to  undertaking  the  defence  of  their  own 
Dominion,  the  peoi)les  of  South  Africa  have  shown  their 
loyalty  and  generosity  in  many  ways.  Out  of  a  small  and 
scattered  poj)ulation,  Rhodesia  has  already  sent  1,000  men 
for  Imj)erial  ser\ice  ;  while  many  men  in  the  Cape  Province 
have  volunteered  for  service  abroad,  an  offer  which  the 
Imperial  Government  has  not  yet  tound  it  advisable  to 
accept.  The  services  of  the  South  .\fri(  an  Field  Ambvdance 
were  offered  to  the  French  Government,  and  large  contribu- 
tions have  been  received  from  Europeans  and  natives  for 
the  benefit  of  the  wounded  among  the  Union  troops,  the 
Prince  of  Wales'  Fund  and  the  British  and  French  Red 
Cross  Societies.  The  Johannesburg  Chamber  of  Mines 
contributed  £30,000,  and  various  societies  and  traders  have 
sent  consignments  of  fruit,  eggs,  tobacco,  wine,  &c.  The 
loyalty  of  the  native  chiefs  has  also  been  as  spontaneous 
as  it  was  generous. 

In  the  long  annals  of  colonisation  there  is  no  other  record 
of  a  conquered  people  treated  as  the  Boers  were  treated  by 
the  Imperial  Government.  The  Boer  War  of  1899-1902 
was  fought  with  great  bitterness  on  either  side,  and  it  might 
well  have  taken  years  to  bring  about  a  lasting  reconciUation 
between  the  two  peoples.  Yet  "  when  it  was  over  the 
world  was  astonished,  it  was  almost  appalled,  at  the  pleni- 
tude of  our  adaptation  of  the  principle  of  self-government 
to  a  territory  which  had  so  lately  flamed  with  insurrection 
and  had  been  crushed  into  surrender  by  force  of  arms. 
Within  a  few  years  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  great  host  from 
the  conquered  soil  the  annexed  Republics  received  the 
fullest  rights  of  local  autonomy,  and  were  placed  on  the 
same  footing  as  the  other  self-governing  nations  which  owe 
allegiance  to  the  British  Crown."  Thus  a  brave  and 
worthy  foe  has  changed  into  a  brave  and  noble  ally,  whose 
loyalty  and  generosity  have  proved  of  incalculable  value 
to  the  Empire  in  this  present  crisis.  Gallantly  has  South 
Africa  taken  her  place  among  the  daughter  nations  of  the 
Empire,  and  gallantly  have  her  sons  laid  down  their  lives 
in  order  to  preserve  that  liberty  and  justice  which  are  the 
birthright  of  men,  no  matter  what  their  race  or  religion, 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  British  Empire.

A  beautiful  and  impressive  service  was  held  in  celebration 
of  Empire  Day  on  June  I2tli,at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  League  of  the  Empire.  The  vast  nave 
was  tilled  to  ovir-llowing  with  representatives  of  the  different 
Rovs'  and  (iiris'  Brigades,  just  now,  perhaps,  more  than  ever 
eager  to  show  tluinselves  wortiiy  citizens  of  their  Empire 
in  its  present  stress.  The  presence  of  hale  and  hearty 
soldiers  in  khaki  who  would  soon  be  doing  their  "  bit  "  for 
the  Empire,  and  of  gallant  men  in  blue  hospital  garb  who 
had  demonstrated  their  patiiotism  in  the  trenches  and  on 
the  waters,  added  to  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion.

Special  prayers  were  said  for 
theXation  and  the  Allies,  and. for  the  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  the  King.     The  music  was-  under  tiie  direction  of  Sir 


George  Martin.     The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop 
of  Pretoria. 

Wn.\T  It  Means  to  Be  Ks-glish. 

The  Bishop  took  as  his  text  St.  XIatt.  xxii.  1 1  antl  following  virsis, 
and  (k-alt  in  iharactcristie  fashion  with  the  story  of  the  half  hi-arti-d 
giitsts  at  the  marriage  feast.  "  Perhaps  they  said  when  they  were 
asked  to  come,  '  linsiiiess  as  usual  is  our  motto.  We  can't  be 
Ixjthered.  If  the  King  wants  us  there  will  be  plenty  of  others  who 
would  like  to  go.  Let  them  ;  it's  a  free  country  ;  everybody  can  do 
as  he  likes,'  "  That  was  the  kind  of  man  they  met  sometimes  who 
said  when  he  rectived  an  invitation,  "  I  don't  mind  if  I  do  !  "  We 
thought  it  a  condescension  on  our  part  to  come  at  all  to  keep  company 
with  the  great  people  at  the  Kings  table.  "  We  have  Ijeen  called  to 
kee])  c,.ni])any  with  the  great  and  the  good  .and  the  gallant  men  and 
women  wIkj  gathered  around  the  King's  table  to  do  Him  honour.  .\s 
Englishmen,  as  Britishers,  as  Christians,  arc  you  and  I  taking  it  for 
granted  ?  .•\re  we  just  swaggering  abdut  the  flag,  or  arc  we  trying  to 
make  ourselves  not  altogetiier  unworthy  of  this  great  company  that 
we  are  asked  to  keep  ?  What  does  it  mean  to  be  an  Knglishman  ? 
It  means  that  others  have  laboured,  not  only  with  the  sweat  of  their 
brow,  but  with  the  life-blood  of  their  hearts,  and  we  have  entered  into 
their  labours.  It  me.ins  that  we  have  inherited  a  great  past  which 
has  been  won  for  us  by  sacrifice  and  service.  It  means  that  you  and 
I,  for  no  virtue  of  our  own,  liut  by  God's  great  mercy,  are  allowed  to- 
day to  claim  kiushi])  with  the  great  people  who  have  made  England — 
the  men  and  women  who  have  tried  to  take  Christ  as  their  ideal  ; 
who  have  gone  out  to  give,  and  not  to  get ;  for  service,  not  success  ; 
for  sacrifice,  not  safety." 

The  Burden-  of  Empire. 

iJr,   Eurse   then   recalled  some  of  those  names  which  are  "  writ 

large  in  the  eternal  Hook  which  God  knows  and  God  keeps  " — Lord 

Roberts,  who  "  lived  and  worked  and  prayed  and  died  for  England  ;  " 

Florence  Nightingale.  Robert  Dolling,  Captains  Scott  and  Oates.     He 

told,  too,  of  lesser  known  heroes     the  soldier  in  France,  who  had  lost 

both  his  legs,  and  who,  when  asked  if  he  had  his  time  over  again  would 

he  still  go,  replied,  "  Of  course  I  should  ;   I  could  not  have  stayed  at 

home  when  this  was  going  on."     There  was  the  working  man  who 

since  the  war  liegau  had  worked  twelve  and  a  half  hours  a  day  making 

shells,  with  no  Sundays  off.     "  I  think  of  another  tnan  in  like  case 

who  said  to  me,  '  Bishop,  you  may  depend  upon  it,  the  workers  will 

work  for  England  if  it  is  England  that  they  are  working  for  and  not 

for  some  individual  who  may  or  may  not  be  making  money  out  of  the 

war.'     These  are  the  men  that  you  and  I  are  glad  to  keep  company 

with  for  England.     .\\v\  is  it  not  worth  it  to  try  and  make  ourselves 

a  little  bit  less  unworthy  of  the  company  we  keep  ?     Is  it  not  worth 

it  to  school  ourselves  to'speak  and  live  the  truth,  to  get  at  grips  with 

that  bad  habit  that  is  rotting  our  character  ?     Is  it  not  worth  while 

to   set  ourselves  to  learn  discipline   and  obedience,  so   that  when 

England  needs  us  we  shall  be  ready  to  come  to  England's  help  ?     Do 

not  think  of  the    British   Empire   as  something  to  boast  of  or  to 

swagger  about.     Think  of  it  as  a  great  l)ig  load  of  responsibility  on 

vour  own  shoulders  that  God  has  put  you  there  to  carry.     It  means 

just  this  that  God  has  entrusted  to  our  care  the  child  races  of  the 

world  and  some  of  the  oldest  civilised  peoples  as  well,  that  we  may 

bring  them  what  we  ourselves  have  received.     That  is  what  has  made 

and  keeps  the  British  i:nii)irc— men  .and  women  who  realise  that  to  go 

overseas  to  expk  it  the  weak,  or  the  poor,  or  the  ignorant  is  not  the 

white  man's  job,  and  has  got  to  be  left  alone  ;   but  to  go  overseas  to 

uplift,  to  educate,  to  develop  in  order  that  they  may  one  day  take 

their  place  among  the  other  peoples  of  the  world— that  is  the  white 

man's  jobevery  time.     I  tliink  of  lAJuis  Bothaand  Jan  Smuts,  whom 

I  am  proud  to  call  mv  friends.     I  think  of  them  thirteen  years  ago 

fighting  against  us,  and  to  day  fighting,  not  for  us,  but  for  something 

much  bigger  than  vou  or  me  or  I'.ngland— for  that  great  confederacy 

of  free  peoples  scattered  all  over  the  world  under  our  King.     I  see 

the  troops  sweeping  over  the  seas  from  .Australia  and  Xew  Zealand, 

from  Canada  or  the  West  Indies  or  Singaixire  or  India  or  Ceylon— the 

free  sons  of  a  free  people  who  have  rallied  round  to  fight  for  the 

Faith  which  we  profess.     Is  it  not  worth  it  to  pull  ourselves  together 

and  do  our  best  ?     And  what  is  the  secret  ?     Just  one  word.     The 

secret  of  doing  vour  bit  for  England  is  Christ,  because  He  and  He 

alone  has  got  the  spirit  that  you  need  if  you  are  going  to  do  your  bit." 

The  hvnin  "  Fight  the  good  fight   "  was  then  sung.     During  the 

Ble.ssing'the  sixtv  four  flags  of  the  I-mpire  were  grouped  U-fore  the 

sanctuary  step,  the  bearers  kneeling  on  one  knee.      The  Union  Jack 

was  then  returned  to  tlu  bearer  by  Canon  .Mexandcr,  and  after  "  God 

save  the  King  "  had  been  sung  the  procession  of  the  flags  left  the 

choir  before  the  clergy  and  choristers.

Empire  Day  Service  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral. 

H.M.  OtU'cii  Akxandra,  acrompaiiit'd  by  Princess  Victoria  ; 
the  Princess  Royal  and  the  Princess  Maud  ;  the  Grand  Duchess 
George  of  Russia  and  Princess  Margaret  of  Denmark  were 
present  at  the  Empire  Day  Service  organised  by  the  League 
of  the  Empire  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  on  Saturday,  June 
12th.  Over  5,000  members  of  the  different  Boys'  Brigades 
and  other  patriotic  Associations  attended  the  Service  which 
was  conducted  by  Canon  Alexander,  the  preacher  being  tlie 
Lord  Bishop  of  Pretoria.

1  lie  Ihinl  .\iumal  Cunlerenre  of  the  Imperial  Union  of 
Teachers  takes  place  on  Saturday,  July  17th.  The 
afternoon  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  Caxton  Hall,  West- 
minster, the  Earl  of  Meath  in  the  chair,  the  evening  reception 
at  the  League  of  the  Empire  Club,  28,  Buckingham  Gate, 
S.W.,  when  H.M.  Queen  Amelie  will  welcome  the  visitors 
and  Sir  Erederick  Pollock  will  jireside. ,  The  business  of 
the  afternoon  meeting  is  to  consider  the  revised  agenda  and 
arrangements  for  the  Imperial  Conference  of  Teacher^' 
Associations,  to  be  held  in  Toronto  in  igi6  by  invitation  of 
the  Government  of  Ontario.  The  subjet  t  for  the  afternr)i)n's 
discussion  will  be  "  The  influence  of  education  on  our 
national  character,  with  special  reference  to  the  gieat 
international  and  imperial  events  of  the  past  year."

A  full  nunibir  of  lingli^h 
delegates  have_  been  appointed,  so  that  in  spite  of  the 
necessarily  smaller  attendance  owing  to  the  war.  Imperial 
educational  interests  will  be  well  represented. 


Tlie  League's  Work  iior  the  War. 

The  Coiniiil  acknowledge  with  thinks  the  receipt  of  a 
large  number  of  air  cushions,  which  have  been  forwarded 
to  military  hospitals  in  France.  The  .Matron  of  one  of  the 
hospitals  writes  that  the  boon  of  these  cushions  to  the 
badly  wotnided  and  helpless  m<-n  has  been  unspeakable,  anrl 
tliat  further  consignments  of  these  pain-relieving  comforts 
would  l)e  most  welcome. 

The  League  has  also  had  applications  for  mouth  organs 
from  a  rest  camp  in  France,  those  in  the  key  of  "  .\  "  being 
preferred.  The  men  have  started  a  mouth  organ  band  to 
the  accompaniment  of  a  piano,  and  accounts  say  that  those 
who  have  not  heard  these  "  concerts  "  would  hardly  believe 
how  line  an  effect  is  obtained.  A  request  is  also  made  from 
the  same  camp  for  books,  maps,  fretsaws  and  games,  to  keep 
the  men  busy  during  their  recreation  time.  Contributions 
will  be  gladly  received  at  the  offices  xA  the  League  of  the 
Empire,  28,  Buckingham  Gate,  S.W. 


Mrs.  Holnian  Hunt  who  is  conducting  a  canteen  in  F'rance 
writes  that  in  their  wootl  huts  the  heat  is  tropical,  and  the 
dust  of  the  factory  yard  where  the  soldiers  are  quartered 
blows  about  like  desert  sand.  Overhead,  she  says  the 
aeroplanes  buzz  ceaselessly,  looking  like  great  scarabs 
when  fairly  near,  and  when  far  up,  in  the  daylight  they  look 
like  specks  of  white,  and  at  night  exactly  like  the  stars  with 
which  they  mingle.  There  is  also  a  continual  buzz  of  voices, 
French  and  Moroccan — for  a  great  many  of  the  latter  pass 
through  the  district.  Mrs.  Holman  Hunt  acknowledges 
another  bale  of  comforts  from  the  League  for  the  F'rench 
troops,  a  large  number  of  whom  are  sent  to  this  camp. 
Many  here  are  returning  to  the  trenches  after  being  wounded 
for  the  third  time  ;  before  they  leave  they  clamour  for 
coffee  and  souvenirs.  Mrs.  Holman  Hunt  says  that  the 
gifts  sent  by  the  League  of  the  Empire  are  excellent.

On  jum;  lyth  about  Oo  members  of  the  Club,  including 
a  party  of  Canadian  Nursing  sisters  spent  a  delightful 
afternoon  at  Westminster  Abbey  under  the  guidance  of 
Canon  Westlake.

Introductory. 

Till-  Oomicil  present  their  Annual  Report  this  year  in  the  pages  of 
the  rKDKKAl.  Maoa/in'K,  instead  of  in  the  usual  book  form,  lieeause 
they  eonsiiler  that  at  this  time  of  national  anil  imperial  stress  every 
etTort  should  be  made  to  reduee  working  expenses  in  order  that  all 
monies  available  may  be  expended  on  the  present  needs  of  the 
I\mpire  and  its  Allies. 

In  spite  of  the  unpreeedented  events  of  the  last  lo  months  the 
Couneil  are  able  to  report  that  tlie  membership  of  the  League  has 
been  inerex-^ed,  and  that  si>me  new  branehes  have  been  establishe<i 
whieh  promise  to  do  good  work  in  the  future  when  men  and  women 
are  no  longer  obliged  to  devote  themselves  to  the  immediate  relief 
of  the  siek  and  wounded  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  general  work  of  the  League  has  al,-o  been  well  maintained  and, 
indeed,  developed.  The  History  Section  has  formulated  a  scheme 
for  the  study  of  Imperial  History,  which  luis  been  approved  by  many 
of  the  leading  educationalists  of  the  day,  and  accepted  as  a  ba.'is  of 
work  by  many  schools  and  colleges. 

An  account  of  the  special  work  done  for  the  war  is  given  below. 
The  number  of  Institutions  which  have  received  assistance,  and 
the  number  of  persons  trained  (375)  to  relieve  the  sick  and  the 
WDunded,  will  show  members  that  the  work  for  the  war  has  been  of 
a  really  valuable  character. 

In  the  year's  record  of  work  hope  for  the  future  mav,  therefore, 
well  be  found,  but  the  Council  earnestly  ask  for  larger  financial  help 
so  that  its  usefulness  and  progress  may  not  be  hampered. 

In  Memoriam. 

The  Coimcil  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Sir  Robert  Lucas- 
Tooth,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of  New  South  Wales, 
and  a  philanthropist  of  the  Kmpire.  He  was  a  Vice-President  of 
the  League,  and  a  warm  supporter  of  its  work,  and  it  was  owing  to 
Sir  Robert's  generosity  that  the  Club  was  established  in  loi  ^  His 
presence  at  many  of  the  Conferences  and  entertainments  of  the 
League,  where  he  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  all  Overseas  members, 
will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  League's  Work  for  the  War. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  war  the  League  of  the  Empire  Club  has 
been  used  as  a  centre  for  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  in 
Westminster,  and  courses  of  lectures  in  Home  Nursing,  First  Aid, 
Sanitation  and  Home  Hygiene,  have  been  given  b\-  Dr.  Alfred 
Barron,  Dr.  A.  W.  Chappie,  M.P.,  Dr.  Lewis  Hawkes,  Dr.  Bernard 
Myers,  Dr.  George  Lyons  and  Dr.  Violet  Coghill,  at  which  the 
attendance  was  very  large. 

Working  parties  have  also  been  held  at  the  Club,  and  in  October 
an  exhibition  and  sale  of  comforts  for  soldiers  and  sailors  took  place. 
The  Council  gratefully  acknowledge  the  help  of  members  and  friends 
in  this  work,  many  of  whose  names  will  be  found  on  page  81  J. 

Every  week,  and  often  each  day  in  the  week,  bales  of  clothing  and 
comforts  have  been  despatched  to  troops  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
to  the  wounded  in  the  hospitals,  to  institutions  which  have  been 
seriously  affected  by  the  war,  and  to  private  individuals.  Grateful 
acknowledgement  of  the  help  given  has  been  received.

The  History  .Section  of  the  League  consists  of  Profe.s.sor  J.  B.

Hugh  V,.  ICgerton,  Beit  Profes.sor  of  Colonial  History,  Oxford  ;  Rev. 
R.  1).  Beloe,  Headmaster  of  Bradfield  College  ;  Mr.  C.  W.  Crook, 
Vice-President  National  Union  of  Teachers  ;  H.  A.  L.  Fisher,  Esci., 
Vice-Chancellor,  Sheffield  University  ;  Professor  E.  A.  Gardner, 
University  of  Ixindon  ;  Professor  Richard  Lodge,  Kdinburgh 
University  ;  C.  H.  K.  Marten,  Esq.,  Eton  College  ;  Professor 
R.-imsay  Muir,  Manchester;  John  Murray,  Esq.  ;  Profe.s.sor  Flin- 
ders Petrie,  University  of  London  ;  Profe.s.sor  A.  F.  Pollard, 
University  of  I^ondon  ;  Principal  .'^ir  Harry  Reichel,  Vice-Chancel 
lor.

During  the  year  a  scheme  has  been  issued  under  the  auspices 
of  this  Committee  with  the  object  of  furthering  the  voluntary 
study  of  Imperial  History  in  Training  Colleges,  Secondary  and 
Elementary  schools,  evening  classes  and  by  private  students. 
Syllabuses  are  Ining  prepared  by  well-known  Professors  in  the 
different  countries  of  the  Empire,  and  will  be  published  in  tlie 
I"Ki>KR.M.  M.\<"..\ziXK  beginning  in  October  next.  A  meeting  to  discuss 
the  scheme  was  held  at  the  Club  in  January  last,  presided  over  by 
Sir  Frederick  Pollock,  who  also  wrote  the  introduction  to  the  scheme 
printed  in  the  February  issue  of  this  year.  Many  members  of  the 
large  audience  (representative  of  many  different  educational  bodies) 
took  part  in  the  discussion.  A  letter  was  afterwards  addressed  by  the 
History  Section  to  the  various  Universities,  asking  for  increased 
facilities  for  the  study  of  Imperial  History  in  the  schools  and  colleges.

League  of  the  Empire  Club.

Hon.  Sir  Mortimer  Durand  on  "  India  and  the  War."  In  May,  Club 
members  were  enabled  to  visit,  on  sjKcial  terms,  Paul  Rainey's 
pictures  of  an  ICast  .\frican  Hunt  at  the  Philharmonic  Hall  ;  in  June 
a  visit  was  paid  to  Westminster  and  the  Jerusalem  Chamber  under  the 
guidance  of  Canon  Westlake  ;  and  a  lecture  with  Kinematograph 
Views  was  given  by  Mrs.  .\rthur  Popplewell  on  the  working  of  the 
Australian  Hospital,  Boulogne.

Countess  Bathurst, 
Lady  Ampthill,  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Cordeaux  and  other  members  of  the 
League  of  the  Empire  .St.  Helena  Lace  Committee  undertook  the 
arrangements.  The  .Sale  attracted  a  large  number  of  people,  and  the 
sum  of  £101.  3s.  3d.  was  realised  and  sent  to  the  Island.  The  League 
is  Agent  for  the  School  by  desire  of  the  Colonial  Oflice  and  of  the 
Governor  of  St.  Helena,  and  specimens  of  the  industry  may  always 
>)e  seen  at  the  Central  tlifice,  jS,  Buckingham  Gate,  S.W. 

Empire  Day. 

The  Empire  being  engaged  this  ye.ar  in  a  great  and  terrible  conflict, 
the  Council  of  the  League  felt  th.at  it  would  hardly  be  in  accordance 
with  public  sentiment  to  hold  the  usu.al  Parade  in  Hyde  Park, 
and  that  .some  form  of  religious  observance  would  be  a  more  appro- 
priate celebration.  A  service  was  accordingly  held  in  St.  Pauls 
Cathedral  on  Saturday,  June  12th,  in  honour  and  remembr,ance  of 
great  men,  and  of  those  now  giving  their  lives  for  the  ICmpire.  (Jueen 
Alexandra,  Princess  N'ictoria  and  the  Priiice.ss  Royal.  Princess  Maud, 
Princess  Marg.-iret  of  Denmark  ami  .\rchduchess  George  of  Rus.^ia 
were  present.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Pretoria, 
Canon  Alexander  being  the  ofiici.ating  Canon.  The  musical  arrange- 
ments were  carried  out  by  Sir  George  Martin.  The  sixty  four  flags 
of  the  Empire  were  carried  by  a  unit  of  the  Boys'  Life  Brigade,  and 
the  following  a.ssociations  al.so  took  part  in  the  celebration  :  The 
Boys'  Brigade,  the  Church  Lads'  Brigade,  the  London  Diocesan 
Church  Lads'  Brigade,  the  Navy  League,  the  Boy  Scouts'  As.sociation, 
the  i;irl  Guides,  the  Girls'  Life  Brigade,  the  Church  Nursing  and 
.Vmbulaiice  Brigade,  Newport  M.arket  .Military  School,  Dr.  Barnardo's 
Homes  Brigade,  the  Harrow  .Scouts. 

The  form  of  service  was  printed  in  the  June  issue  of  the  M.\CA7.INE. 

In  addition  to  the  service  at  St.  Pauls  several  members  of  the 
League  delivered  addresses  on  Empire  Day  in  different  parts  of 
London  and  elsewhere.

These  were 
despatched  in  the  troopship  conveying  the  Australian  War  Contingent 
under  the  care  of  the  Commandant.     The  League  undertook  their 
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(lislrilnitioii.  ;uiil  within  a  few  weeks  of  the  arrival  of  this  larpc  batch 
of  letters  the  Hon,  Secretary,  Miss  l-^velyn  Hunt,  liaii  fimnd  for  each 
writer  a  suitable  correspon<lent. 

In  Canada  too.  the  Corresjionilence  ISranch  has  hafl  a  lar^;c  in- 
crease i>f  lucnilHTship  under  the  acti\'c  sM|Kiintcnd(  iice  of  Mr. 
Henry  Kaker,  No  fewer  than  i,;oo  applications  f<ir  Comrades  liave 
been  reciived  during  the  jiast  six  months.  .\n  inti  nslinn  dejiarttire 
(also  in  conseipunce  of  the  war)  has  takiu  (dace  in  Canada,  the  school 
children  not  i>nly  writinn  to  tluir  comrades,  but  .sinding  schoid 
builccts  of  news  to  the  Canadian  .'■iddiers  in  the  trenches. 

Tlie  Comrades'  Correspondence  liranch  is  one  of  the  earliest  of  the 
T.cajjue's  undertakiuKS,  and  certainly  has  Ijein  a  useful  means  of 
prippin.e  the  lunpire  together  through  the  friendships  of  the  younger 
generations. 

Branches  of  the  League. 

Reports  of  the  Rrauchcs  as  well  as  notes  of  their  undertakings  are 
published  regularly  in  the  Fi;pKR.\r.  M.vr.AZlNE.  During  the  past 
year  progress  has  been  made  in  the  formation  of  new  liranches,  and 
the  work  of  those  already  established  has  been  largdy  developed. 
The  war  has  naturally  engrossed  much  time  and  effort,  and  the 
Red  Cross  and  kindred  Societies  for  the  relief  of  the  wounded  have 
been  generously  supported  all  over  the  Kmpire. 

Finance. 

The  Council  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  a  renewed  grant  of 
(,^Ci  from  the  Government  of  Ontario  ;  of  /?;  from  the  Witwaters 
rand  Council  of  Kducation,  Transvaal,  given  "  in  appreciation  of  tlic 
educational  work  which  the  League  has  acconiplislud  "  ;  and  of  /i  5. 
the  annual  grant  from  the  A.ssociation  of  Secondary  Teachers  of 
Victoria  for  services  rendered  by  the  League  to  members  of  this 
Association  ;  and  the  gift  of  /!io  from  the  Oovenimcnt  of  Alberta, 
also  on  behalf  of  the  educational  work  of  the  League. 

Like  all  public  Societies  the  League  of  the  lunpire  has  had  heavy 
calls  through  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Although  the  membership  is 
increasing  the  Council  appeal  earnestly  f<ir  more  annual  sidiscriptions 
and  for  generous  donations,  so  that  the  League  may  extend  its 
work,  the  value  of  which  has  often  gratefull}-  been  recognised  in  all 
parts  of  the  Hmpire.
